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Turning  the  sod  for  law,  music  expansions 


Threat  of 
grade  revision 
irks  profs  at 
Scarborough

A controversy  has  erupted  at  Scar- 
borough College  over  the  question 
of  whether  a pattern  of  grading  should 
be  imposed  on  instructors. 

A marks  review  committee  chaired  by 
classics  professor  and  outgoing 
associate  dean  Eleanor  Irwin  voted  on 
June  16  to  raise  the  grades  of  two 
calculus  courses  by  one-third  of  a letter 
— so  that  a failure  with  a mark  of 
between  35  and  49  would  become  a D 
minus  (50-52).  At  the  meeting,  repre- 
sentatives of  the  four  divisions  at  Scar- 
borough were  eligible  to  vote.  One  was 
absent;  two  voted  against  the  proposal 
and  one  for  it.  The  chair  then  phoned 
the  absent  member,  who  voted  for  it, 
and  broke  the  tie  by  supporting  the  pro- 
posal herself. 

The  lower  marks  had  already  gone  out 
to  the  students.  Math  instructors  pro- 
tested the  raising  of  grades,  and  the 
committee  reconsidered,  ultimately 
deciding  that  if  the  Division  of  Physical 
Sciences  did  not  agree  with  the  decision 
it  could  not  be  implemented.  On  June  27 
Irwin  informed  the  division  by  letter  of 
the  decision  not  to  impose  the  changes. 

Grading  policy 

The  University’s  grading  practices 
policy  stipulates  that  the  distribution  of 
grades  not  be  determined  through  set 
quotas.  But  the  policy  does  allow  a

Most  employees  will  see  pay  increase 


Premier  David 
Peterson  was  on 
hand  July  14  to  help 
turn  the  sod  for  new 
constructions  at  the 
Faculties  of  Law  and 
Music.  Tbtal  cost  of 
the  expansions  will  be  $17.9  million. 

Joining  Peterson  were  about  200 
people,  including  Minister  of  Colleges  & 
Universities  Lyn  McLeod,  MPP  Ron 
Kanter,  representatives  from  the  found- 
ing law  firms  who  contributed  to  the 
Faculty  of  Law’s  campaign  and  sup- 
porters of  the  Faculty  of  Music’s  fund- 
raising drive. 

The  festivities  took  place  on  a hilltop 
between  Flavelle  House  and  the  Edward 
Johnson  Building,  overlooking  Philo- 
sopher’s Walk. 

Hard  hats  and  shiny  new  shovels  were 
provided  for  the  sod-turners.  The 
premier,  minister,  lawyers,  music 
benefactors  and  dignitaries  dug  to  the 
resounding  tones  of  trumpets  played  by 
tuxedo -clad  musicians. 

In  his  remarks  the  premier  noted  how 
incongruous  it  was  that  he  should  be 
involved  in  the  sod  turning  for  the  law 
library,  given  the  amount  of  time  he 
actually  spent  in  the  library  during  his 
years  at  U of  T. 

“I’m  standing  on  the  spot  where  some 
of  us  in  law  used  to  play  frisbee,”  he  said. 
“Perhaps  it’s  only  fitting  that  our 
frisbee  area  should  be  taken  over  by  a 
library.  I would  hope  that  today’s  frisbee 
players  who  are  displaced  won’t  mind 
finding  another  spot  for  their  game.” 
The  premier  noted  how  unusual  it  was 
for  these  two  faculties  to  be  involved  in 
a joint  endeavour:  “Y)u  could  say  that 
getting  these  two  groups  together  is  like 
going  from  the  ridiculous  to  the  sublime.” 
Of  the  total  amount  to  be  spent  on  the 


expansions,  $12.7 
million  will  go  to  im- 
proving the  existing 
law  library  by  in- 
creasing stack  space 
and  study  areas, 
and  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Jacob  M.  Bennett 
Classroom  Wing.  The  expanded  library 
will  be  renamed  after  former  Supreme 
Court  Chief  Justice  Bora  Laskin.  Pro- 
ject rooms  and  group  study  areas  will  be 
added,  as  well  as  facilities  for 
computerization. 

The  following  funds  have  been  com- 
mitted for  the  law  faculty  expansion:  $4 
million  from  the  Ontario  government; 
$1.8  million  from  the  University;  and 
about  $4  million  from  the  private  sector. 
The  remaining  money  will  be  sought 
from  the  Ministry  of  Colleges  & Univer- 
sities Capital  Grant  Program. 

The  music  faculty’s  $5.2  million  pro- 
ject will  see  the  conversion  of  the  cur- 
rent library  in  the  Edward  Johnson 


Uof  T will  receive  $11,284  million  for 
868  new  residence  spaces,  Lyn 
McLeod,  colleges  and  universities 
minister  announced  at  a July  6 press 
conference  at  Ryerson  Polytechnical 
Institute.  McLeod  also  announced  that 
Ryerson  would  receive  $7,176  million 
for  552  residence  spaces  and  York  Uni- 
versity would  receive  $10,426  million 
for  802 beds. 

The  three  grants,  totalling  almost

into  a lecture  hall,  organ  studios,  offices 
and  a computer  instructional  room.  A 
new  wing  will  be  built  to  house  the 
music  library,  which  is  the  largest  music 
collection  in  Canada. 

The  Rupert  E.  Edwards  Foundation 
contributed  $3.6  million  towards  the 
project  and  the  University  will  raise  the 
remaining  $1.6  million  from  the  private 
sector. 

After  the  ceremonies,  the  Fhculty  of 
Music  held  a champagne  reception,  com- 
plete with  harpsichord  recital. 


$28.9  million  over  five  years,  are  part  of 
the  provincial  government’s  program  to 
provide  5,000  new  university  residence 
beds.  The  total  value  of  the  funding  pro- 
vided through  the  program  will  be  $65 
million  over  a 25-year  mortgage  period. 

Janice  Oliver,  U of  T’s  assistant  vice 
president,  facilities  and  administrative 
systems,  said  the  total  number  of  new 
residence  spaces  at  U of  T,  and  their

New  funding  will  mean 
868  more  residence  spaces 
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July  pay  statements  could  hold  some 
surprises,  as  the  government’s  long- 
awaited  tax  reforms  begin  to  take  effect. 

With  the  goal  being  greater  equity, 
many  tax  deductions  and  personal  exemp- 
tions have  been  converted  to  non-refund- 
able  tax  credits.  Tb  reflect  this  change 
Revenue  Canada  has  designed  a new  TD1 
form  — the  Personal  Thx  Credit  Return. 
This  form  will  provide  employee  informa- 
tion upon  which  tax  withholdings  will  be 
based.  The  form  should  be  completed  by 
all  individuals  who  receive  salary  or 
wages  and  who  have  special  tax  claims 
(dependents/seniors/students,  etc.). 

In  June,  the  Payroll  Department  sent 
more  than  3,000  of  these  forms  to  Uni- 
versity employees  who  are  currently 
claiming  more  than  the  basic  personal 
tax  exemption.  About  80  percent  of  these 
forms  have  been  completed  and  re- 
turned. Anyone  not  filing  a TD1  will  be 
allowed  the  minimum  credit  for  a single

person  with  no  dependents. 

There  have  also  been  changes  to  the 
age  and  claim  amounts  for  dependent 
children.  Taxpayers  may  only  claim  for 
children  who  will  be  under  19  at  the  end 
of  the  year.  Previously,  the  age  limit  was 
21.  Larger  families  will  receive  additional 
assistance  because  the  credit  allowed  for 
the  third  and  each  additional  child  is 
higher  than  for  the  first  two  children. 

Tbgether  with  the  change  to  tax  credits 
is  a simplification  of  the  structure  of 
income  tax  rates.  Tfen  federal  tax 
brackets  have  been  reduced  to  three.  In 
Ontario,  the  top  tax  rate  of  52.53  percent 
will  drop  to  46.14  percent. 

As  a result  of  these  changes,  most 


employees  will  experience  a reduction  in 
their  tax  withholdings.  But  tax  burdens 
may  increase  for  those  in  middle-income 
brackets,  especially  if  they  have  older 
dependent  children.  However,  it  will  be 
difficult  to  assess  the  impact  of  these  tax 
changes  since  they  will  be  occurring  in 
July,  at  the  same  time  as  most  people 
receive  their  annual  salary  increase. 

Thx  reform  will  also  have  a major  im- 
pact on  those  with  more  complex  situa- 
tions. The  deduction  of  certain  expenses 
(e.g.,  restaurant  meals,  automobile  and 
home  office  expenses)  against  non- 
employment income  has  been  consid- 
erably restricted.  University  employees 
in  these  situations  should  consult  with 
their  personal  tax  advisers. 

These  changes  represent  the  first 
phase  of  the  tax  reform  package. 
Reforms  to  retirement  savings  will  be 
implemented  on  Jan.  1,  1989.  Details  of 
this  phase  have  not  yet  been  finalized. 
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Temporary 
quarters  for 
law  library 

During  the  18  mohths  of  construc- 
tion at  the  Faculty  of  Law,  the 
faculty  library  will  be  located  in  tem- 
porary quarters  in  the  Robarts 
Library. 

The  collection,  study  carrels,  table 
seating  and  reference  department  will 
be  located  on  the  9th  floor  of  Robarts. 
Seating  will  be  limited  to  132  seats. 

Approximately  two-thirds  of  the  col- 
lection will  be  accessible.  Books  which 
circulate  now  will  continue  to  do  so. 
The  other  third  of  the  collection  will 
be  placed  in  a warehouse  and  will  not 
be  available. 

Cataloguing,  acquisitions  and  the 
law  librarian’s  office  will  be  on  the 
6th  floor. 

Current  phone  numbers  for  librar- 
ians and  staff  will  not  be  changed. 

Tb  facilitate  the  move,  the  law 
library  will  be  closed  from  July  25 
until  August  11  when  it  will  reopen  in 
the  Robarts.

division  to  set  out  broad  limits  that 
recognize  that  considerable  variance  in 
class  grades  is  not  unusual. 

In  the  Faculty  of  Arts  & Science  on 
the  St.  George  and  Erindale  campuses, 
between  five  and  25  percent  of  the 
students  in  a class  of  more  than  30  are 
expected  to  get  A,  not  more  than  75  per- 
cent to  get  A and  B combined,  and  not 
more  than  20  percent  to  get  E and  F 
(below  50)  combined. 

On  all  three  campuses,  the  marks  are 
reviewed  by  the  department  chair  and 
then  passed  on  to  the  faculty  or,  in  Scar- 
borough’s  case,  the  division.  The 
faculties  and  divisions  have  marks 
review  committees  empowered  to 
change  grades  in  the  case  of  an  infrac- 
tion of  the  grading  practices  policy.  Scar- 


location,  depends  in  part  on  the  outcome 
of  the  $100  million  Breakthrough  cam- 
paign. One  of  the  campaign’s  major 
priorities  is  funding  for  new  residence 
spaces. 

In  an  interview  after  the  meeting, 
Oliver  said  four  possible  sites  are  under 
consideration  for  the  new  residences.  A 
task  force  has  been  formed  to  chose 
between  two  of  the  sites  for  construction 
in  the  near  future.  They  are  the  open 
space  at  the  corner  of  Huron  Street  and 
Sussex  Avenue  beside  the  Robarts 
Library,  and  the  parking  lot  on  St. 
George  Street  between  the  German 
department  and  CIUT  radio.  Two  pos- 
sible sites  for  later  construction  of 
residences  are  the  parking  lot  on 
Spadina  Avenue  south  of  the  offices  of 
the  U of  T police,  and  the  parking  lot 
further  north  on  Spadina,  between  Glen 
Morris  and  Harbord  Streets, 
currently  planning  a parking  garage  to 
be  built  on  College  Street  west  of  the 
Koffler  Centre  to  compensate  for  the 
loss  of  parking  space.  Construction  of 
the  garage  has  been  delayed,  however, 
while  the  University  considers  a plan  for 
including  low-cost  housing  on  the  top 
floor  of  the  garage.  Such  housing  would 
help  alleviate  U of  T’s  shortage  of  ac- 
commodation for  married  students, 
Oliver  said. 

Ryerson  president  Brian  Segal  said 
that  his  institute  desperately  needs  new 
residences  because  there  are  only  38 


borough’s  committee,  a subcommittee  of 
the  Academic  Affairs  Committee,  was 
given  the  power  in  1986  to  adjust  marks 
that  are  not  within  guidelines  set  by  the 
college  and  published  in  the  calendar.  So 
far  there  are  no  guidelines. 

Possible  guidelines  for  Scarborough 
have  been  debated  by  the  faculty  there 
for  about  a year,  and  at  the  May  meeting 
of  academic  affairs  a motion  was 
brought  forward  defining  proper 
distribution.  The  motion  was  tabled  until 
the  September  meeting. 

Proposals 

One  of  the  proposals  moved  at  the  May 
academic  affairs  meeting  by  economics 
professor  Mike  Krashinsky  is  that  no 
more  than  60  percent  of  a class 


beds  available  and  50  percent  of  Ryer- 
son’s  students  are  from  outside  the 
Metro  Tbronto  area  and  require  accom- 
modation. The  new  residence  will  be 
built  to  the  east  of  the  Ryerson  campus, 
he  said. 

York’s  new  residences  will  consist  of  a 
low-rise  building  containing  538  beds 
and  a mid-rise  building  for  264  beds. 
York  president  Harry  Arthurs  said  the 
new  buildings,  incorporating  gardens 
and  plazas,  will  fit  into  an  overall  plan  to 
beautify  the  campus  and  improve  the 
quality  of  life  at  York. 

McLeod  noted  that  it  has  been  20 
years  since  the  province  provided  fun- 
ding for  university  student  residences. 
Fourteen  Ontario  universities  requested 
funding  for  some  8,000  beds  through 
the  new  program.  In  recent  weeks, 
McLeod  has  announced  grants  to  each 
of  the  universities  up  to  the  total  amount 
available  through  the  program.  The  ma- 
jor criteria  for  deciding  how  much  each 
university  would  receive  were  the  recent 
and  expected  growth  of  the  university, 
the  number  of  students  from  outside  the 
community  and  the  amount  of  accom- 
modation available  in  the  community. 

Some  new  residences  could  be  avail- 
able for  occupancy  by  the  fall  of  1989, 
McLeod  said.  Oliver  estimated  that  the 
earliest  possible  date  for  occupancy  of 
any  new  residences  at  U of  T would  be 
the  fall  of  1990. 


(enumerated  after  the  fall  “shopping 
period”)  get  less  than  C minus,  which 
represents  a mark  between  60  and  62. 
Math  professor  Paul  Selick  applied  this 
standard  to  grades  given  at  Scar- 
borough in  physical  sciences  full  courses 
with  enrolments  of  over  30  in  1986-87 
and  found  only  two  that  conformed,  one 
in  astronomy  and  one  in  geology. 

First -year  calculus  has  a large  enrol- 
ment and  a large  drop-out  rate.  There 
are  often  more  A’s  and  more  failures 
than  there  are  C’s. 

“There  is  no  reason  why  distributions 
of  all  courses  should  look  the  same,”  said 
Selick.  “I  don’t  know  of  any  university  in 
North  America  where  they  do  look  the 
same,  and  they  probably  don’t  in  high 
schools  either.  But  I think  there  are 
people  on  this  committee  who  feel  all 
distribution  should  be  a bell  curve  with 
a C centre. 

“There  is  an  opinion  across  North 
America  of  what  constitutes  a first-year 
course  in  physics  or  calculus.  Although 
the  instructor  may  make  minor  devia- 
tions from  this,  you  can’t  do  too  much 
because  the  instructor  in  a second-year 
course  expects  students  to  have  learned 
certain  things.” 

Exhaustive  negotiation 

Peter  Harris,  secretary  of  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  & Science,  which  does  not  govern 
Scarborough  College,  said  though  the 
faculty’s  review  committee  has  the 
power  to  change  grades  without  the  con- 
currence of  the  instructor  it  does  not  do 
so.  “Our  tendency  is  to  go  in  for  ex- 
haustive negotiation.” 

It  can  happen  that  marks  are  changed 
after  they  are  issued  to  the  students 
because  of  a petition  or  an  error  in  the 
department.  But  the  general  procedure 
is  for  marks  at  variance  with  the 
guidelines  to  go  to  the  committee,  a sub- 
committee of  the  faculty’s  Committee 
on  Academic  Standards,  before  they  are 
released.  If  the  grades  are  not  consis- 
tent with  those  given  in  the  depart- 
ment’s other  courses  in  the  past  few 
years,  the  chairman  is  asked  for  an  ex- 
planation. After  discussion  with  the  in- 
structor, the  department  says  yes  or  no 
to  a change.  The  review  committee  does 
not  change  marks  without  the  agree- 
ment of  the  department. 

In  1985,  an  instructor  approached  by 
the  Scarborough  review  committee 
agreed  to  lower  the  marks  in  a com- 
merce course.  But  the  students  peti- 
tioned successfully  in  a class  action  to 
have  them  raised.  They  had  been  able  to 
work  out  the  exact  marks  they  should 
have  received,  since  they  were  based  on 
a multiple  choice  exam. 
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Making  way  for  the  new

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Report  endorses  supercomputer  centre

A report  released  July  5 has  endorsed 
.the  establishment  and  operation  of 
the  Ontario  Centre  for  Large  Scale 
Computation,  home  of  the  Cray  X-MP 
supercomputer.  John  J.  Leppik,  presi- 
dent of  Toronto-based  Knowledge 
Systems  Inc.,  and  prime  author  of  the 
report,  said:  “We  found  the  operation  of 
the  centre  to  be  significantly  better  than 
we  had  been  led  to  expect.” 
Acknowledging  that  there  have  been 
controversies  surrounding  the  purchase 
of  the  supercomputer  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  centre,  Leppik  stated 
that  “the  problems  of  this  centre  in  1986 
and  1987  have  been  very  similar  to  com- 
parable centres  in  the  US  and  these 
problems  are  attributable  to  the 
immaturity  of  the  environment.” 

The  report,  commissioned  by  the 
Ontario  government  and  U of  T,  was 
presented  to  the  steering  committee  of 
the  Supercomputer  Management  Board. 

Joining  Leppik  on  the  consortium  that 
produced  the  report  were  independent 
consultants  Peter  A.  Gregory  of  Boston 
and  Peter  C.  Patton  of  St.  Paul,  Minn. 

Business,  marketing  plans 

In  its  discussion  of  the  business  plan  the 


report  stated  that  the  Cray  “will  have  to 
be  first  augmented  and  then  replaced  by 
1995”  in  order  for  the  OCLSC  to  remain 
at  the  cutting  edge  of  new  technology. 

“The  establishment  of  the  OCLSC  has 
. . . satisfied  the  latent  need  for  super- 
computing in  Ontario  ....  It  has  made  it 
possible  for  us  to  develop  in  this  area  of 
academic  and  industrial  activity  as 
rapidly  as  our  people  are  capable  of 
proceeding.” 

On  the  marketing  and  sales  plans  the 
report  stated:  “There  is  no  realistic 
prospect  for  the  OCLSC  becoming  a 
commercially  successful  service  bureau 
....  There  is  nevertheless  a commercial 
role  for  the  Centre  ....  It  can  play  a 
vital  role  in  introducing  Ontario  and 
Canadian  industry  to  the  benefits  of 
supercomputers  and  in  the  process 
generate  some  needed  operational 
revenue.” 

The  report  said  that  the  centre  should 
have  a “strong  outreach  program”  as  a 
way  of  attracting  potential  academic  and 
commercial  business.  Jt  suggested 
studying  those  areas  in  industry  well 
penetrated  by  Cray  computing  in  the 
US.  “Then  identify  work  that  is  going  on 
in  that  area  at  the  U of  T and  publish 
some  success  stories  in  the  trade  press.” 


It  suggested  pursuing 
“defense  contractors  who 
have  a need  to  satisfy 
Canadian  offset  require- 
ments.” 

Support  services 

In  its  discussion  of  support 
staff  the  report  acknow- 
ledged that  it  is  “by  no 
means  large”  but  “there 
appears  to  be  a fairly  con- 
sistent level  of  satisfaction 
that  the  support  staff  is 
knowledgeable,  helpful  and 
effective.  With  an  impres- 
sive frequency,  users  have 
gone  out  of  their  way  to 
make  positive  comments  on 
the  support  received.” 

It  suggests  that  addi- 
tional memory  for  the  com- 
puter be  purchased,  up- 
grading “from  2 Mega- 
Words  to  4 MW  and  sup- 
porting storage  upgrade 
from  16  MW  to  64  MW” 
which  “would  make  the 
system  a well-rounded  con- 
figuration in  the  Cray 
world.”  (A  MegaWord  is  1 
million  “words,”  where 
each  “word”  is  64  bits.) 

Although  the  upgrade  is  a 
requirement,  it  can  be 
delayed  until  the  first 
quarter  of  1989,  the  report 
states. 

In  response  to  this, 

David  Nowlan  (who  was 
vice-president  — research  at  the  time 
the  consortium  was  formed , but  who  has 
since  returned  to  the  Department  of 
Economics)  said:  “We  shouldn’t  wait  for 
this  upgrading  ...  we  have  the  funding 
already  for  this  extra  memory.  Let’s  go 
for  it  now.” 

Organization 

The  report  stated  that  “major  users” 
of  the  facility  will  probably  become 
more  important  to  the  organizational 
structure  of  the  centre.  It  also  states 
that  the  current  advisory  board  “should 
be  expanded  in  accordance  with  its 
charter  so  that  users  from  practically 
every  university  in  the  province  are 
represented.” 

The  office  space  occupied  by  the 
centre  “will  be  adequate  for  the  next 
few  years  if  properly  remodelled,” 
the  report  says.  Lloyd  Parker,  director 
of  OCLSC,  is  pleased  with  the  report 
but  does  think  that  the  centre  needs 
more  space.  He  noted  that  at  the  mo- 
ment there  are  staff  at  three  different 
locations. 

The  report  said  that  there  is  a “strong 
desire  to  solve  all  future  space  needs 
with  the  upcoming  fitup  in  the  Koffler 
building.”  Parker  confirmed  that  a move 
into  space  vacated  by  UTCS  is  a possibil- 
ity but  that  no  final  decision  has  been 
made. 

Technological  outlook 

“Because  supercomputers  are  not 
easy  to  use  or  operate,  place  major 
pressures  on  other  facilities,  and  are 
intended  for  use  by  non-computer  scien- 
tists” they  require  knowledgeable 
management,  support  personnel,  and 
administrative  staff,  the  report  said. 
This  “infrastructure”  must  help  over- 
come “the  unfamiliarity  and  ‘fear’  of  the 
system”  as  well  as  provide  “a  wide 
range  of  applications  software  and 
utilities  that  encourage  the  researcher 
to  explore  and  extend  the  application  of 
the  technology.” 

The  report  stated  that  “computational 
science  is  rapidly  emerging  as  a third 
branch  of  discovery  alongside  theoretical 
science  and  experimental  science.” 

“As  the  wellspring  of  new  technology 
and  primary  source  of  trained  scientists 


and  engineers,  the  research  university  is 
the  logical  institution  to  house  super- 
computing development  centres.” 

Responses 

Parker  said  that  the  report  “has  con- 
firmed the  original  decision  to  establish 
the  centre.  It  has  validated  our  operation 
to  date,  especially  in  the  critical  area  of 
user  support  and  it  gives  us  useful  direc- 
tion for  the  future.” 

He  said  that  the  findings  of  the  report 
will  “defuse  those  earlier  criticisms,  the 
claims  of  mismanagement  ....  I hope 
the  critics  will  take  a good  look  at  the 
report.” 

Parker  also  noted  the  recent  increase 
in  usage  of  the  Cray.  “Over  the  past 
six  months  use  of  the  Cray  has  quad- 
rupled. There  have  been  users  and 
favourable  comments  from  coast  to 
coast,”  he  said. 

UTFA  president  Fred  Wilson,  one  of 
the  harshest  critics  of  the  supercom- 
puter centre,  said  in  an  interview:  “On 
the  whole  it  is  a positive  report  that 
should  be  acted  on.” 

But  Wilson  did  see  some  problems 
in  the  report.  “The  issue  is  not  yet 
put  to  rest,”  he  said.  The  report  does 
not  address  the  “non-consultative, 
secret  way”  in  which  the  Cray  was 
purchased. 

Wilson  also  noted  that  the  report 
suggested  that  controversies  surround- 
ing the  Cray  should  be  put  behind  us 
in  order  to  increase  sales  of  computer 
time.  But  this  public  debate  is  essential 
and  should  continue,  said  Wilson. 
The  authors’  conclusion  suggests  that 
“they  are  not  really  in  tune  with  the 
academic  world  and  academic  freedom,” 
he  said. 

Both  Parker  and  Wilson  agreed  with 
the  report’s  recommendation  that  the 
federal  government  should  help  fund  the 
centre.  Parker  said:  “We  are  acting  as  a 
de  facto  federal  supercomputer  centre 
. . . funding  could  easily  be  10  times 
what  it  is.”  Wilson  noted  that  the 
OCLSC  is  a “national  resource”  which  is 
not  being  properly  funded. 

Nowlan  said:  “I  hope  we  can  now  have 
a positive  focus  on  the  science  and 
research  that  the  Cray  enables  us  to  do.” 


Of  the  2,693  students  who  took  the 
latest  bar  exam  in  the  Philippines,  480 
— a paltry  18  percent  — passed.  Life 
at  Dunkin’  Donuts  University,  in 
Braintree,  Mass,  (sic),  is  considerably 
easier.

Women 
earn  about  $1,500  less  than  the  men 
at  U.B.C.  It  was  not  clear  why  $39 
was  the  figure  chosen  to  help  rectify 
the  situation. 


Another  point  to  ponder  from  that 
province  on  the  western  shores  of  the 
empire:  of  the  four  premiers  who  have 
run  B.C.  during  the  past  36  years, 
only  one  went  to  university. 


We’re  not  the  only  ones  going  after 
money.  According  to  figures  pub- 
lished by  the  Association  of  Univer- 
sities & Colleges  of  Canada,  there  are 
84  AUCC  member  institutions  across 
Canada  currently  conducting  or  plan- 
ning financial  campaigns. 


Lucile  Pratt,  who 

helped  kick  off  the 
Breakthrough  cam- 
paign with  a $6.2 
million  gift,  was  asked 
if  all  the  publicity  sur- 
rounding her  mone- 
tary kindness  had 
caused  any  changes  to 
her  day-to-day  life. 

She  responded  that  things  were 
pretty  much  as  usual,  although  her 
gardener  did  ask  for  a raise.

categories  from  ‘erratic  donor’  to 
‘occasional  donor’  after  a volunteer  in 
a phone -a-thon  was  overheard  saying: 
‘I  see  that  you’re  one  of  our  erotic 
donors.’  ” 


This  was  the  sugges- 
tion someone  came  up 
with  for  a new  coat  of 
arms,  after  hearing 
about  the  fate  of  13 
trees  cut  down  to 
make  way  for  new 
construction  at  the 
faculties  of  law  and 
music.  Les  Hubbard,  assistant 
manager,  grounds,  said:  “We  all 
deplored  the  fact  that  these  beautiful 
old  trees  had  to  come  down.  It  was  a 
sad  sight,  but  the  one  I saw  come 
down  was  living  on  borrowed  time.” 
He  noted  that  some  of  the  trees  that 
were  felled  were  rotten  and  wouldn’t 
have  lasted  more  than  10  years  even  if 
they  were  left  standing.  Although  the 
cutting  got  some  bad  press  in  the  Star 
and  The  Globe  and  Mail,  it  was  not  a 
snap  decision.  In  the  spring  of  1987,  in 
order  to  make  way  for  the  construc- 
tion, 14  trees  in  the  area  were  re- 
located. The  decision  to  cut  down  the 
13  trees  — which  ranged  in  diameter 
from  4"  to  48"  — was  approved  by  the 
University’s  Arboretum  Committee 
and  the  Business  Affairs  Committee 
after  they  reviewed  construction  plans 
and  the  site  itself. 


Move  over  Ian  Shelton.  “The  David

$1,532  million  to  ease  the  pressures 
of  increasing  enrolment  at  U of  T,  Lyn 
McLeod,  minister  of  colleges  and  univer- 
sities, has  announced. 

McLeod  said  17  post  secondary  institu- 
tions will  receive  over  $12  million  to 
provide  an  additional  3,874  student 
places. 

The  funds  are  part  of  a $40  million 
commitment  over  four  years  to  help  pro- 
vide more  space  for  students. 

At  U of  T,  the  funds  will  be  used  for 
renovations  of  buildings  and  classrooms 
on  the  St.  George  campus  and  for 
improvements  to  a language  lab  at 
Erindale. 

Janice  Oliver,  U of  T’s  assistant  vice- 
president,  facilities  and  administrative 
systems,  said  the  grant  will  enable 
U of  T to  offer  an  additional  383  student 
places.

In  his  June  27  letter  to  the  editor, 
Dieter  Misgeld  forgot  to  mention  the 
important  fact  that  the  49  controversial 
graves  at  the  Bitburg  military  cemetary 
belong  to  dead  soldiers  of  the  Waffen-SS, 
a unit  integrated  into  and  fighting  under 
the  regulations  of  the  German  army.  This 
large  troop  was  different  from  other  SS 
units  and  had  nothing  to  do  with  concen- 
tration camp  police  duties  or  the  special 
commandos  called  “Einsatzgruppen.” 
Ibwards  the  end  of  the  war  in  1945,  the 
38  Waffen-SS  divisions  made  up  more 
than  50  percent  of  the  total  German 
fighting  force. 

Since  people  were  already  trying  to 
confuse  the  issue  immediately  after  the 
war,  the  first  chancellor  of  the  Federal 
Republic  of  Germany,  Konrad  Adenauer, 
publicly  and  unequivocally  stated  that 
the  members  of  the  Waffen-SS  units 


were  soldiers,  nothing  but  soldiers.  The 
crimes  committed  by  the  young  soldiers 
at  Bitburg,  namely  shooting  at  fellow 
men  in  order  to  win  a war,  were  shared 
by  their  Allied  counterparts. 

The  Fbderal  Republic  of  Germany  has 
been  a member  of  NATO  for  a third  of  a 
century,  and  many  times  before  Reagan’s 
visit  to  Bitburg  high  American,  Cana- 
dian and  other  NATO  officers  have  laid 
down  wreaths  at  the  graves  of  WW  II 
German  soldiers,  at  Bitburg  and  else- 
where. It  is  inconceivable  why  Waffen-SS 
soldiers  should  be  excluded  from  a 
gesture  of  reconciliation  between  former 
adversaries.  History  is  going  on,  despite 
those  people  who  cannot  forgive  or 
forget.
